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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more clainns particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. The phrase "that is hygienically acceptable for 

contact with food products" is indefinite. Acceptable for who? What kind of food? What 

about pet food? The phrase "to cover a food product laid upon the double layer sheet" is 

intended use and is given no patentable weight - the flap could cover a medical 

product. Claims 14 and 15 are process of use claims describing a state different from 

that claimed in claim 12 - what distinct structure is being claimed in these claims? 

These claims also positively claim "the food product," which has no antecedent basis in 

claim 12 or 13, as noted above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention Is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Spiegel et al. Spiegel teaches all the limitations of claim 12 except the foldable free flap 
being provided by cutting a tubular sleeve of the plastic second layer. (In Fig 10A, 
Spiegel teaches a first layer 282 and a tubular sleeve 286 joined by adhesive 284). It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to cut the sleeve 286 to remove a held item, and to provide a foldable free flap, 
which could then be used to retain a different item. Regarding claim 13, if the sleeve 
286 were cut in the middle, two opposed foldable free flaps will be formed. Regarding 
claims 14 and 1 5, the flaps, after having been folded over a product such as a food 
product, will be intermediately juxtaposed and will overlap.
